The project which—was 
created by Espy, started July 
6., and is expected to end next 
week. tn all, 138 youngsters 
participated in the project, with 
only two white teenagers, 
according to Espy. 

Espy said most of the money 
donated came from white 
organizations and individuals, 
who care about the project. 

Aside from the Columbus 
Foundation's donation of 


$9,460, $8,034 was raised from 
the community, Espy said. . 

A Columbus attorney, Jack 
Alton,_of the law firm-of Lane, 
Alton and Horst, donated 
$1,000 to the program, Espy 
added. 

“It is uncomfortable to see 
black churches and their 
communities turning deaf ears 
to the needs of black children,” 
Espy said. - 

The youngsters will at least 
have something to show and 
tell when they go back to 
school this fall, Espy noted. 
~ According to a report sent to 
their parents, the youngsters 
put in more,than 4,000 hours, 
cleaning more than 217 sites in 
the Southside and the South 
Linden areas. 


When the program started it 
focused on three main activi- 
ties: environmental clean up; 
crime watch, and_ senior citi- 
zens escort service. 

Instead of being paid for the 
job done, the teenagers were 
rewarded with field trips, such 
as going to the movies; and the 
program is also planning to 
take the children to the Kings 
Island on Friday, Aug. 6., as 
part of theif rewards. —

OpenLetterTo

Columbus School Board 


In the years preceding the suit that resulted in court 
ordered desegregation of our schools, black school board 
members, Dr. Watson Walker and David Hamiar, believed 
Columbus could establish a voluntary model the courts 
could. support. 

Their combined efforts to point our city in the right direc- 
tion drew negative votes form their peers and no help from 
the majority community news media. The Walker-Hamlar 
experience formulated a mindset that Columbus wasn't / 
isn't ready for thinking black folk. 4 

The absence of blacks trom the boards of corporate for 
profit enterprise in Columbus broadens the negative image 
of our “All-America City.” 

The late Jack G. Gibbs Sr. experienced many personal 
rejections throughout his career of commitment to this 
community, but never wavered from the expectation of 
success. He hammered home the philosophy to ALL the 
young people he encountered -- black and white alike. 
Professional associates and others he viewed as prospec- 

_tive proponents were not spared his infectious enthusiasm. 

He would probably have been surprised by it, and it’s a 
terrible’: shame he had-to die for it to be wrntten, but 
unashamedly, we endorse the editorial aired on Friday 
(July 23, 1982) by WTVN-Radio and WTVN-TV, our 
majority-community controlled electronic counterparts. 

WTVN said: 

“ «, Jack Gibbs’ untimely death on June 22nd at the age of 
51 was a tragedy shared by all who loved and admired him. 
Ft. Hayes Career Center came into being when Mr. Gibbs 
was named Its Executive Director in 1972. Since that time, 
Ft. Hayes has undergone many dramatic and progressive 
changes. One of Mr. Gibbs’ special projects for Ft. Hayes 

_ was getting State approval for a vocational educational 
program for the performing and fine arts. He established 
funding for the school from many different organizations to 
make Improvements such as a theatre and Initiated renova- 
tlon of the shot tower on the school grounds which now 
houses the fine arts displays. Mr. Gibbs’ interest and enthu- 
siasm for improving education as well as his sincere con- 
cern for the students of Ft. Hayes were the most Important 
facets in his career. Mr. Gibbs was many things to many 
people; a son, a father and husband, a college graduate and 
a Buckeye fullback, but he was best known to Columbus as 
the Executive Director of Ft. Hayes. He strongly supported 


the Columbus community with his:time and tatenis anc 
now It Is time for. Columbus to suppert the memory of Mr. 
Gibbs by renaming Ft. Hayes, the Jack Gibbs Career 
Center...” 

Jack Gibbs sought to memorialize Jesse Owens during 
the former's lifetime via development of a sports arena, 
earnings from which he foresaw as a source of funding 
educational opportunity for the youth of Columbus. 

Owens and Gibbs are gone, but Columbus still has an 
opportunity tocome of age and join other forward thinking 
communities which have honored blacks who have made 
significant contributions to them.

Put the best Black producer, 
the best Black director, the 
best Black writers, the best 
Black actor and actress in the 
same room and they will con- 
sistently fail to realize that rec- 
ognizing Blackness as an asset 
is their ticket to a successful 
career and wealth. 

We did it before between 
1910 and 1950 when more than 


150 independent film compan- - 


ies organized to produce 
Black-cast movies, and 34 per- 
cent of them were owned and 
operated by Afro-Americans. 
And we can -- and must -- do it 
between 1982 and 2000. . 
The Democracy Film Corpo- 
ration demonstrated the Black 
survival spirit by responding to 
the racist “Birth Of A. Nation” 
with “Injustice” in 1919.

Dear Editor: 

Here we go again. That is, 
“Justice System” has per- 
ed another one of its 
shameless acts of trickery 
against the least knowledgable 
and those of lesser financial 
means in order to “clear the 
books” (dockets).

But as it were, here he has been 
given one to 25 years on some 
of the cases with the other 
cases being dropped, allowing 
him the consolation of possible 
shock probation after he has 
served six months. 

Well, the “shock” is now, 
though the outcome was never 
in mind. There always was 
hope, however. Even if that 
hope was slim. Or even unwar- 


ranted, due to the record of the 
judicial system. Kidnappers, 
rapists and murderers, among 
many other hard cases, walk 
the street while persons, 
simply because they know little 
and are poor, are railroaded 
into jails and prisons. 

Is it any wonder then that 
jails and prisons are much 
safer than the streets? It is not 
entirely the fault of the judges 
or courts, nor prosecutors or 
arresting officers or the law- 
yers for the defense, nor the 
jails or prison which fail mis- 
erably to deter or to rehabili- 
tate; and neither is it entirely 
the fault of all combined, start- 
ing with people of society, as 
individuals, to see that the 
other person is well off. 


As it is well known by your 
newspaper, | myself have been 
a fighter for truth and justice 
for many years. Acts of loving 
kindness towards all has been 
my only forte. 

This thing: which has hap- 
pened to my son, Dwayne, has 
been happening to others all 
along. Already t knew the feel- 
ing that other parents and their 
loved ones in such a predica- 
ment. My attention now will.no 
less be turned towards my 
own, hoping that others, too, 
will come to my aide. For no 
one can actually make it alone. 
Everyone has to depend on 
some one else, and we all are 
dependent upon the Creator. ,

Complaints are always aris- 
ing about the farmer's plight in 
this nation. He is always the 
most abused member of Amer- 
ican society, losing money and 
never getting enough for his 
product. The complaint seems 
to hit deaf ears for so few peo- 
ple throw sympathy toward the 
farmer. 

About ten years ago there 
was a complaint; and one can- 
not forget a farmer's wife say- 
ing: “You don't see us riding 
around in one of those Cadillac 
cars like city folks.” 

Maybe.not, maybe not. But, 
also, one does not find city 
folks sinking a hundred thou- 
sand and more in up-to-daté 
farm machinery. All the TV 
flashes on the farmer's plight 
note him working along with 
time-saving, back-saving 
machines--they cost a plenty. .

“Usually, in Jan. the agency 
sees an increases in cases,” 
said Wilbert Jansen, FCCS' 
executive director.

This year, the 
agency has not seen a 
decrease in cases," Jansen 


said. 
“We don't know what to
